the formal lessons of dull theology. If medicine is 
ignored, something is done for conveyancing and 
will-drawing. No man can so quickly disinherit a 
family, and hand over a dying man’s property to a 
connection of the clergy or a votary of the Church, 
as your Romish priest. Standing like a shadow 
between the agitated soul and eternity, he can terrify 
or seduce into acquiescence. His hand wields the 
pen ofa ready writer. Six minutes suffice to beggar 
sons, daughters, and ‘grandchildren, under the expe- 
rienced manipulation of a clerical will-drawer. Is 
the art of drafting testamentary documents taught in 
Maynooth ? Is there ever an attorney in retreat 
within its walls, whose penance consists in an inces- 
sant drawing out of blank wills? When the priest 
is summoned, is his first care to look at a legal treatise 
on wills, and does he carry the most simple and ap- 
proved forms with him on his way, to facilitate the 
departure of the dying ? 

The Court of Probate, Dublin, has this week 
unveiled some dark scencs in the dying chamber. In 
one case, a Roman Catholic priest, named Langan, 
drew up a will which gave 4400 to a niece. The 
testator had been lunatic. The pricst was sent for 
only on the day the will was made. The will at first 
containeda clause in favour of the Rev. John Langan, 
the drawer, but the name John“ was crased for 
“Tom,” the drawer's brother. After all, attorneys 
draw wills cheaper than priests. 

Another case strikes us, for the unparalleled ef- 
frontery exhibited before the Court. A man named 
Denis Coogan, upwards of 80 years of age, is at the 
point of death. His wife sends for a relation, who is 
alsoa priest. Fifteen minutes suffice for prayers, 
confession, absolution, and the sacraments, and six 
minutes more for the completion of a will! This 
will, drawn up by the priest, gives the poor man's 
property to Mrs. Coogan, the priest's relative, and by 
it one son, three daughters, and several grand- 
children, are suddenly disinherited. 

The scene at this dying man's bedside is au awful 
one. Short shrift had he when, apparently uncon- 
scious, he is asked to give directions as to his will. 
Not a whisper comes from his lips, and his eyes are 
gazing intothe unseen world. But the priest is a 
man of business; he draws out the will, and holds the 
clammy hand until a mark is made; two witnesses 
then sign their names, and the property is safe with 
a child of the church. 

Various metaphysical treatises are read in May- 
nooth. The curriculum of study containsa few 
moral treatises. The effect of both may be seen from 
the following extract of the evidence :— 


Judge Keatinge—Did the testator, sir, give you any au- 
thority at all to draw up a will for him? 

é Witness—I have a moral certainty that he did consent to 
my drawing the will. 

Were you his confessor’—I don't understand you, my 
lord.

There were marks of interlincation in the will, and 
dates were found to have been inserted at a later 
time, by the difficult colour of the ink. These dates 
were put in by the priest long subsequently to the 
drawing of the will, yct he assured the attorney for 
the plaintiff, in writing, that Ile had never seen 
“the will after he drew eit up.“ The unblushing 
audacity with which the falsehood is acknowledged 
cannot be paralleled :— 


“A letter, dated August 27th, 1458, was here placed in the 
witness’ hand, which he had addressed to Mr. Rynd, the 
pla intiſſ's attorney, denying that he had seen the will since 
the time he drew it up.

'The Jury at once found the will invalid, and 
Judge Keatinge observed that “ The Court of Pro- 
“bate would soon be deprived of cases of disputed 
“wills, if the Roman Catholic clergy would cease 
“to draw them.” 

Roman Catholics sometimes consider Protestants 
to be actuated by sectarian hostility, if they censure 
such acts on the part of the Romish priesthood. 
But in these cases both plaintiffs and defendants were 
Roman Catholics. In both the will was drawn by 
the priest; in the last case the testator's funds and 
property were assigned to a relative of the priest, 
to the ruin of his children and descendants. The 
suit was brought by Roman Catholics in spite of the 
priest. Well may the Roman Catholics of Ireland 
rejoice in the Constitution under which they possess 
this liberty. At Rome, and lately in the Emillan 
provinces, to accuse a priest was a crime punished as 
treason. The question is, how long are Roman 
Catholics to possess this privilege? Dr. Keatinge is 
a Protestant Judge, and the part which the priest 
assumed in the last case was discovered chiefly by his 
close and persistent questioning. A Roman Catholic 

judge might have acted differently. He might have 
silenced a witness and have screened the priest, or, at 
least, he would not have offended the church by too 
strict an examination. There are seven Roman Cu- 
tholic Judges at present ; almost a 

Roman Catholic parents who wish to leave 
their property to their children may well pray that

traders. These gentlemen assert, that whenever 


tere is a deficiency of revenue, all that has to be 


done is to lower the duty, increased consumption in 
consequence of lowness of price recouping the 
revenue. Free-traders shrink from applying this 
principle to duties on tea, sugar, or spirits, where 
its effects would be felt by the working classes. 
They apply it only to those articles which are con- 
sumed by the wealthy, such as French wines, kid 
gloves, cloth of gold, and nutmegs. The astounding 
principle of the. Newspaper proprietors” is, the 
“higher the duty thecheaper the paper.” As Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Budget, from beginning to end, is a bundle of 
contradictions, fears are entertained that he may be 
induced to retain the Paper-duty. To do so would, 
we know, be directly opposed to Free Trade princi- 
ples, but that is one reason why Mr. Gladstone will 
consent, on the maxim, we suppose, that the excep- 
tion proves the rule. 

The plea of the newspaper proprietors is, that 
everybody, as in America, will be able to make 
paper; there will be a fearful advance in the cheap 
press; paper will be consumed to tenfold the quan- 
tity ; and, since Ireland has become prosperous, there 
will be a lamentable deficiency of rags. Without 
rags, they say, paper cannot be made in sufficient 
quantities to meet the demand, and hence paper will 
rise in value. 

This precious argument depends upon the asser- 
tion that rags are necessary for the production of 
paper. Mr. Gladstone indicated that we might first 
extract champagne from rhubarb, and then make 
paper of the refuse. The French Emp cror may 
keep his invaluable rags at an export duty of 50 per 
cent., while he sells us the paper itself. Our manu- 
facturers ought to know that excellent paper can be 
made without the necessity of importing the cast-off 
garments of French beggars or Irish paupers. 

But is France herself dependent upon her rags? 
There are good chemists and enterprising manufac- 
turers in France, as our cotton lords may ere long 
discover. Frenchmen have long since directed their 
energies to find a substitute for rags, and they have 
succeeded. Chlorine has enabled them to make 
paper out of apparently intractable materials. 
Paper is made in France of straw, potato refuse, 
hempstalke, nettles, flax, hops, maize, cuttings of 
hides, cabbage stalks, and the stems ‘of the sunflower. 
Jacob Scaffers published an sccount of his discove- 
ries in the art of paper-making, in a book of sixty 
pages, every page being made of a different material. 
He could get paper out of the bark of the willow, 
the beech, lime, mulberry, out of dyers’ weed, thistle, 
fir cones, and wood shavings. 

But, without entering upon any tedious process, 
we have three sources, from any one of which an 
abundant supply of the raw material for paper can 
be procured. In India we have the plantain, which 
produces in a single acre as much nutritious food as 
144 acres of wheat, and 9,000ibs of fibre annually, at 
a cost of £9. We have the Manilla hemp, so 
often the only reliance of the mariner on a lee shore 
when all other cables have parted. This plant, and 
others of the same genus, grows naturally in India, 
but it can be procured in any quantity from the Ma- 
nilla Islands. Our own West India Islands supply 
us with an immense quantity of material, in shape (f 
refuse. The waste of sugar cane makes excellent 
paper. Specimens of it were presented to the Duke 
of Newcastle, in 1853, by Dr. Camen, of Bath. 

Passing over the fact that 10,000 tons of hopbine 
are annually flung away as refuse in England, let 
us turn to Ireland. If this vaunted Treaty with 
France is, as Mr. Gladstone asserts, to increase the 
linen manufacture of Ireland, our farmers must 
cultivate so remunerative a crop, or our manufac- 
turers must import flax from India. Indeed, a com- 
pany is formed for the express purpose of growing 
flax in India for Irish looms. The refuse of this 
flax can be readily reduced to pulp, and recent ex- 
perience has shown that, by divesting it of silica, 
itis worth 470 the ton for the manufacture of 
paper. 

As long as there was a prospect of the duty being 
removed without competition with France, so long 
all newspaper proprietors assailed the tax, and sub- 
scribed largely to procure an agitation for its 
abolition. What they fear is, competition with cheap 
journals, and the pretence of a deficiency of ma- 
terial is merely an excuse to screen their selfishness 
Every fibrous plant will make paper, and it is to 
be hoped that our chemists are as skilful and our 
manufacturers are as enterprising as Frenchmen. 

Our fear is, not that Mr. Gladstone will be misled 
by the representations of certain gentlemen who, 
without consulting their brethren, call themselves a 
deputation from the Irish press. Ile is sharp-sighted, 
and can discern the selfish motive so ill concealed. 
But in 1853 Mr. Gladstone pronounced the tax “ to 
de inconvenient in; form,” to be “ inexpedient, and 
impolitic“ to “impose a burden totally dispropor- 
“tioned to the amount of revenue levied,” and to be 
essentially bad in itself." These were Mr. Glad- 
stone's sentiments in 1853; but, in bis utter reckless- 
ness of principle, in his complete abandonment of all 
stability of opinion, we daresay he will endeavour to 
seduce a stray vote or two, by consulting the inter- 
ests of a barefaced monopoly, unless public opinion 
render such additional tergiversation impossible.

Gladstone would not belie 
so many and lay himself open to the re- 
bukes ofa schoolboy, but for a great cause, and that 
cause is stated by Mr. Du Cane, and others before him, 
as the threatening aspect of our great military neigh- 
bour, and the wish to propitiate those whom we would 
rather not have to reduce by other means. When it is 
urged that the Budget would make us enrich and 
strenthen a foe at equal cost to ourselves, that is the 
misrepresentation of a truth. Under this injurious in- 
sinuation there is a truth, and that truth is the financial 
and political relations of this country with her Conti- 
nental neighbours, — those who lie nearest. Now, 
it is proverbial that — see least what is nearest, and 
acguire a stupid fam ty with evils that have nothing 
to say for themselves. except that they are intimate, ur- 
gent, inveterate, unkind, and unnatural. Let anybody, 
raising himself from the dust of paltry collisions and the 
mud of prejudice, take a survey of our relations with 
all Western and Southern Europe—that is to say, with 
France, Spain, Portugal, and Italy—and he will see 
something wrong ; something for which there is blame 
somewhere, and for which a remedy is much to be de- 
sired. The ordi explanation is, that neighbours 
are natural foes; but this isas bad an excuse be- 
tween nations as between individuals. If a policy, a 
morality, or a religion, be good for anything at all, it 
must be good for the reconciliation of those who have 
actually most to do with one another. At present these 
feelings have come to such a head that Mr. Du Cane, 
and the speakers generally on his side, think it no im- 
propriety to assume that England and France are arm- 
ing against one another, that the demands of France 
arise out of the expenses of her armaments against us, 
and our own deficit out of our necessary defences 
against her. It is also assumed that Spain simply re- 
flects the policy and feelings of France, and acts as she 
directs. With the Italian people France is almost 
everything we are nothing. But how stands the 
matter of finances between us and these nations ? 
We are the worst neighbours possible. ‘Their 
tariffs are elmost prohibitive, and ours is 
not much less so. Indeed, as regards the 
chief staple produce of all these countries—the 
wine—we continue a duty which had its origin in 
political animosity, and which completely excludes all 
ordinary qualities. There is nothing in this respect to 
choose between our tariff and that of France ; both are 
intended to injure, and ours also to insult. It is under 
tariffs of this sort, sinking our commercial relations to 
the lowest possible point, that we find England and 
France wasting many millions a year in the prepara- 
tions for war, and asking every week the question 
whether there will be war, andwhen, acd how, and why. 
All thisis admitted, and forms the common argument 
of Mr. Gladstone and his Conservative ae 
but they reason differently upon it Mr. Du 
Cane says, “ Because there is international hatred, 
jealousy, threats of war, armaments, and a deficit, 
therefore keep up your tariffs, don't squander a farthing 
of revenue, concede nothing, put off deeds of love to 
days of peace, and, finally, arm, arm, arm Mr. Glad. 
stone says, “ Because there is international hatred, 
jealousy, threats of war, armanjents,and deficit, there: 
tore uce your tarifi, surrender revenue gained by ill 
means, concede all you fairly cah. seize the opportunity 
of kindness, meet the advances of your ncighbours, and 
if possible disarm.” 

The case made out against Mr. Gladstone's Budget 
is, in fact, the case for it. Had the Conservatives been 
content to say that there was nothing at all extraordi- 
nary in the present state of things, and no more case 
against a financial revolution than for it, though the 
statement would have required some strength of asser- 
tion, it would at least have been logically consistent. 
In this case Mr. Gladstone would have had the 
painful duty of making allusions to the state of 
feeling known to exist In France, and the countries 
that reflect her politics, and to the formidable prepara- 
tions within easy reach of our shores. Ile would have 
had to claim a profoundly and truly Christian character 
for his Budget. ‘The Conservatives have relieved him 
of this part of his task. Mr. Disraeli, Mr. 
Horsman, and Mr. Du Cane, and a crowd of speakers, 
all anxious to see the Budget wrecked on the Treaty, 
have brought out into the fullest relief the feeling 
which not even treaties, not identity of interests, not 
community of arms. not a thousand natural ties, have 
hitherto prevented from rising year after year, and sway- 
ing the governors of either shore. It ia to them that 
we are indebted for the evidence that France is now more 
formidable and menacing than ever. On this point, 
then, Mr. Gladstone may spare himself. Ile need not 
convince any of his antagonists of what they are anxious 
to proclaim. They have proved abundantly a 
lamentable state of feeling between England and her 
nearest neighbours, and an extraordinary crisis of these 
feelings, driving both sides to & ruinous expenditure.— 
Here, then, is the crisis for an exceptional Budget, and 
for the interposition of an Income-tax, if that will meet 
the emergency. It is just sucha crisis as Sir R. leel 
himself had laid down for the use of this great weapon 
of finance. We use it in the confidence that, by enabling 
us to lower the tariff, it will alsaenable us to win the 
confidence of our neighbours, induce them to contract 
their armaments, and so allow us to contract ours also, 
and reduce our expenditure.

Ir 
under these circumstances, the House of Commons 
should refuse to be bound by an understanding set on 
foot by a private member, tuc Government who ratified 
it must bear the blame. 

It is very possible that the consciousness of strength 
now possessed by the English people may dimini«h 
the sensitiveness which they would otherwise have 
felt on the occasion of this Treaty. Bat this docs not 
affect their real dislike to it; and the reception which 
the Treaty has met with shows that we could do the 
French nation a greater service by rejecting than by 
acquiescing it. The strongest argument which the 
Government can adduce against the charge of míne 
preference of French interests is the feeble reply that 
the French are making a corresponding outcry abou: 
the special advantages which have been obtained | 
England. Even when Lord Granville has proved, os 
he is strictly entitled to do on this supposition, that 
neither English nor French understand what ticir 
pwn interests are, there still remains the most im. 
portant inferefice of all, that, whatever may be the 
reasons, the Treaty is as unpopular on one site of 
the Channel as it is on the other. The balance is a 
unevenly maintained in this precious document as to 
stamp it as au impossible settlement of the interests 
of two nations. If it is for the special advantag 
England, this is surely a rather sharp method o 
exercising the friendly spirit towards a neighbour 
and if it is to the advantage of France, that is sullic 
reason for its immediate rajection by the English pec p'e, 
The particular mission which the Treaty seems es; 
cially formed to fulfil is, to provide a ground for qearre! 
at some future time between the two countries. bor 
though statesmen have, for a long time past, b. 
dragging thetwo countries together by the ears, thy

ON THE EXPENSE ATTENDING THE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Law and Justice are valuable articles, but, like all 
commodities which are purchaseable, they are not to be 
had without paying a heavy price for them. In these 
days of inquiry and retrenchment, when all our domestic 
institutions are doomed to revision and reduction in 
„ner that we may give the savings effected at home to 
our dear allies and rivals abroad as a bribe to induce 
tem to keep the peace, a glance at the cost of Law and 
Just ice in the United Kingdom may be useful. We do not, 
of course, speak of the expenditure incurred by plaiutiff 
and defendant, by prosecutor and prisoner, for it would 
be impossible to calculate even approximately the 
total of the terribly voluminous bills of costs that fall 
ou individuals, but of the amount which the nation 
pays annually for the machinery by which justice is 
administered, and the law preserved from violation or 
put in execution. We were all pretty well assured that 
as Parliament is, and has been to a time whereof the 
memory of man runneth not to the contrary, managed 
by lawyers, and always contains a large proportion of 
legal members, the interests of the profession were fully 
attended to, and the law establishments were framed on 
the most liberal scale as to numbers, salaries, and emolu- 
ments; but few ple have any other than a vague 
idea of the act cost of the vast army of function- 
aries charged with administering the law and further- 
ing the ends of justice. 4 Parliamentary Re- 
turn, moved for by Mr. Williams, has just made 
its appearance, which brings forcibly to view the annual 
expenditure under this head, and invites criticism n 
its necessity, and inquiry into the possibility of salen! 
ing it to less astounding — From this return 
we learn that for Law and Justice in the Three King- 
doms we pay the yearly bill of near three millions and 
a-half sterling—in exact figures, 43,352,214. This in- 
cludes the charges for Prisons and Convict Services and 
the Irish Constabulary, but it does not include many 
charges which ought to be set down to the same com- 
ywrehensive account. A few of the principal items may 

interesting to our readers. The chiets of the Court 
of Chancery in England receive in salaries £39,000— 
not including the £4,000 allowed to the Lord 
Chancellor as Speaker of the House of Lords, 
Tie Chief and Puisne Judges of the Queen's 
»ench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer in England, re- 
cove in salaries £82,000. The Court of Probate, in- 
cluding salaries of staff and expenses of the court, costs 
ne £37,093, The County Court J and the Trea- 
aurers cost us £234,750, of which the Treasurers receive 
£157,050. Revising Barristers divide £17,850 among 
them. The M litan Police absorbs £128,645, and 
the Police Officers 51,225; while the County and Borough 
Police receive from the Imperial treasury £195,980. All 
these items, and many more, are quite — of 
the charges for the maintenance of prisoners in county 
gle and Bethlehem Hospital, £182,523 ; for general su- 
perintendence of prisons, £17,707; forconvict establish- 
ments at home, £425,170; for convict establishments 
abroad, £284,573; and for expenses of transportation,

comparatively cheap, if the return is to be relied on as

Mr. Kernan, ().C., instructed by Mr. Larkin, appeared for 
the bankrupt, and Mr. (reogheyan for the assignees. 
Judge Berwick observed that it was unnecessary for coun- 
sel to apply himself to the loss of £800, so far as the bank- 
rupt was concerned, further than this transaction involved 
the prudence or imprudence of the bankrupt having entrusted 
Flood with so large a sum. 
Mr. Kernan thought that the confidence placed by the 
bankrapt in Flood was reasonable under the circumstances, 
bearing in mind that Flood was;closely allied to him. He had 
denied on his oath that he was in ership with any 
person, and since the commencement of the proceedings abun- 
dant opportunity had been afforded to the creditors of com- 
ing forward and proving partnership, if they could have done 
so. But there was no impeachment of the bankrupt’s per- 
sunal character, much less of his oath. There remained a 
question as t Whether he had recklessly traded. His trans- 
actions had been vouched with extraordinary accuracy ; 
there was only one shilling in his schedule unaccounted for. 
The schedule began in 1857, and he had then a surplus of 
£390, He was then in the export trade. Before that period 
the export trade with Australia bad grown to — 
enormous, and before his lordship sat on the bench cases h 
occurred in that court of parties who had been ruined by 
export trading to America and Australia, In one instance 
of a Mr. Robinson, of Banbridge, who exported to America, 
there were transactions to the extent of £20,000, 
and of that sum not one Shilling was recovered for 
the creditors. In cases of the kind the traders were 
unfavourably circumstanced. They resided at a t dis- 
tance from the communities with which they tr and the 
great object of the agents, either here or abroad, was to get 
consignments. Their practice was to advance two-thirds of 
the cost price of the articles, and they were quite safe in 
making t advance, for they got the whole of the goods, 
and the trader did not find that he was a loser until he found 
himself actually in difficulties. In the present case, ob- 
jection to the bankrupt appeared to be that he was a reckless 
trader. Now, the ion was, what wis reckless trading in 
the contemplation of the law? All the parties who dealt 
with the bankrupt were aware that he was in this trade. 
Messrs. Whitwell and Co., whose demand was £2,128, 


Messra. Watkins, who were owed £1,600, and the 
Greeves, ef Londom who claimed 43.2/5-—all knew 
how he was trading, and they were all satisfied, 


knowing that these consignments required time. Ira- 
ding of this kind could never be stopped as long as men 
were speculative, and in the present case, though most of 
the consignments turned out unfortunate, yet one paid 25 
per cent. Ile believed the whole amount of the goods had 
not yet been sold, Was it ible to indivate any point at 
which it could be said that the bankrupt should have stopped 
business? Upto the time of the bankruptcy account, sales 
had been received, but since then they had got none. This 
was often the case, as when once the bankruptcy was 
declared, an impression went abroad amongst many people 
that they might be able to avoid paying, in consequence of 
the bad way in which the books had been kept. At the 
time of the bankruptcy he owed £25,830, and creditors were 
secured to the extent of £12,456, leaving 418,974 of un- 
secured debts. One debt of £2,580, returned on the schedule 
as disputed, had been given up, and there remained 
the sum of 410,395 due to unsecured creditors, As 

ainst these sums the assets of the bankrupt, at the time 
of the — were £16,045. There was for the secured 
creditors £12,856, and this left £3,160 worth of assets, repre - 
senting goods at first cost, and there were some addditiona 
assets to be added which would raise this sum to £5,560, The 
bankrupt was entitled to calculate his profit, not on the first 
cost, but on the selling price, and this would give a sum of 
£4,000. Taking all these figures into consideration, it would 
be seen that if the bankrupt received the returns which be had 
reason to expect, he would have some money by the 
transaction. Under all the circumstances, he contended an 
immediate certificate should be granted. The special loss had 
been vouched, and when he found himself in difficulties in 
March last, he did what he t to do under such circum- 
stances— namely, gave himself up to his creditors. ‘These 
circumstances entitled him to the consideration of the court. 

His Lordship, in delivering judgment, said he felt it his 
duty to adjourn the grant the certificate in the case, 
for the purpose of — the trade.

THE SHILLING ART UNION OF DUBLIN. 
The success which has attended the Art Union lately 
established by the French Government in Paris, at one 
franc a share, has induced the formation in Liverpool, 
Manchester, Birmingham, and other towns, of Art 
Unions, at a shilling subscription, and the results have 
been most satisfactory. 34,000 subscribers have “been 
obtained in Liverpool, and pictures to the amount of 


a committee has been recently formed to arrange and 
carry out the necessary details. 
A meeting of the committee was held on the 17th 
instant, in the Board-room of the Royal Dublin So- 
ciety—Sir Anthony Crosdill Weldon, Bart., and subse- 
quently Thomas John White, Esq., in the chair.

— so by having subscribed one or more shillings to 
this association. The only rivalry ought to be, which 
should do the most to advance the arte in Ireland. 
Such societies had been most successful in England, 
and he did not see why a similar one should not have 
equal success in Ireland. 

A communication was also read from Mr. W. G. 
Herdman, the Secretary of the Liverpool Shilling Art 
Union, giving much valuable information respecting its 
working in Liverpool, stating that they had seen no 
reason to alter any of the arrangements made the first 
year, and that they confidently reckoned upon obtaining 
50,000 subscribers in the next. 

The Secretary was empowered to get the necessary 
tickets and prospectuses printed, and to prepare the 
advertisements, with the view of commencing operations 
forthwith.

LEGITIMIST AGITATION IN FRANCE. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times supplies a 
copy of a letter said to have been addressed by the 
Count de Chambord to one of the most eminent of 
those who advocated the Papal cause. It condemns 
the dark policy which has been adopted towards 
the belief that 
the moral sense of society was sufficiently weak- 
ened, and public opinion sufficiently kept down, and 
attributes to the policy the encouragement of an 
odious act of spiolation. To despoil the succession of 
St. Peter is to sap the foundation of every throne. It 
is sad to see France thus made use of as the instrument 
to carry out attempts which can end only in new con- 
vulsions. The writer concludes by regretting that the 
absence of a wise liberty leaves without protection and 
without guarantee the dearest interests of France, of 
religion, and of liberty.

Mr. Edmandson, of Virginia, 
and Mr. Hickman, of Pennsylvania, came very near hav- 
ing a fight ia the capitol grounds at Washington yes- 
terday. They were separated by the bystanders just in 
time to prevent hostilities. Thomas Francis Meagher 
has arrived at Panama. 

Mont x Marxet.—Money market sluggish, and un- 
changed , exchange dull; good mercantile bills on Lon- 
don were placed to-day 106 | ; stocks remain inactive, 
and without much change. 

Quesenszows, Wepnaspar Moanxine.—The Canadian 
mail steamer North American arrived here early this 
morning, with dates from Portland to 11th, landed Eng- 
lish and Scotch mails, and proceeded on to Liverpool. 

The North Briton arrived at Portland on the &th, 
having picked up the crew of the brig Eliza Grieves, ef 
Newfoundland, wrecked at seca. 

New Tonk, Fes. 10.—The ship Atlantic arrived a 
New York with California advices of the 20th, nearly a 
million and a half of treasure, and upwards of 300 pas- 
sengers. 

Advices from Bogota state that the Catholic clergy 
had collected all the Bibles distributed by the London 
Bible Bociety, and burnt them in the public square. 
The British Minister strongly protested against the 
proceeding, but Mr. James, the American Minister, was 
present, countenancing the outrage. A full account of 
the affair has been sent to Washington. 

A destructive fire had broken out at Valparaiso, and 
destroyed fifty houses. Some indignation was man- 
fested there in consequence of the attack of the British 
squadron on the Paraguay steamer Tacurri. When 
leaving the harbour, with General Lopez on board, 
the steamer backed her engines, and subsequently got 
ashore. General Lopes returned to Buenos Ayres.
